The work

indications are that It will be a stormy 
session and its length and scope are as 
yet mere m atters of speculation. 
The 
present secretary of state, Mr. Sherman, 
remarked several years ago on a mem­ 
orable occasion in the senate, that the 
president, like Alladiu, could rab the 
lamp and cause the genii to appear, bat 
that once (hey had appeared they were 
masters of their own destinies. 
So that 
congress once in session mav go much 
farther or not so far as the president 
may wish. 
So far as the house far con- 
j cerued the present determination of the 
leader» is to direct the energies of the 
lower branch to the accomplishment of 
the task before it with all expedition 
and throw the responsibility for any 
complications which may arise oat of 
delays in the senate upon that body. 
That was made manifest by Speaker 
Reed's speech at the Republican caucus 
when he spoke of the necessity of bring­ 
ing the work of the session to a speedy 
close. 
W hether the leaders will em­ 
phasize any inaction by the senate 
when the bill reaches that body by a 
programme of 3*dav recesses remains to 
be seen, bat it seems likely that the 
speak* r will, at least for the present, re­ 
frain from appointing any save the 
actual committee* necessary for the 
transaction of the business in hand.

MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Father of W ater« Still Rl«ing and Great 
SnflVrln« KxUt*. 
Memphis, March 16.—The Mississippi 
river continues to rise and the situation 
in the lowlands of Arkansas, opposite 
this city, is very serious. 
The river stands 46.3 and is still ris­ 
ing. 
This is the highest record since 
the establishment of the weather office 
here in 1873. 
On all of the islands near the rity and 
in the lowlands of Arkansas there is 
great suffering among the people and 
there is a great loss of stock and prop- 
P«nr»tp «intinnn lpwvinfi* the low­ 
land* for this side of the river. 
The Little Rock and Memphis rail­ 
road managed to get a passenger tram to 
the cuty yesterday, but has made no at­ 
tempt to move freight trains. The K an­ 
sas City, Fort Hoott and Memohis is 
using the tracks of the iron Mountain. 
The latter road is still a few inches 
above the water. 
Several of the small levees around 
towns and plantations have broken, but 
so far as heard from there have been no 
oreaks in the m am levee systems ¡¡¡¡¡¡¡¡¡* 
At Marion, where a break in the dike 
occurred Friday night, a scene of deso­ 
lation exista. 
The little town is four or 
five feet under water, many houses and 
cabin* have been washed away and the 
inhabitants have sought shelter else 
where. 
Hundreds of noraee and cattle 
have been destroyed by the resistless 
waters. 
At Osceola grave aporehension is felt 
and every man and boy iu the neighbor­ 
hood went to work yesterday with a 
will building an additional levee to pro­ 
tect the town.

Deed of A ssignm ent. 
L o u isv il l e, March 15.—The 
Ken­ 
tucky Guarantee company went into 
liquidation late Saturday by filing a 
deed of assignment in the county clerk’s 
office. 
The Louisville Trust company 
was made assignee. 
J. T. Gathright, president of the in­ 
stitution. in a statement says that the 
assets ure in excess of the liabilities, and 
that tbe compauy will pay every cent 
that it owes. 
He says the book valuo of the assets 
is about $134,000, while the actual value 
is about $30,000. 
The total liabilities, 
he gays, are about $17,000. 
The company was organized in Chi­ 
cago in 1893 under the name of the 
Railway Employes* Industrial Banking 
i Union. 
In 1895 the company was reor­ 
ganised, and their charter was amended 
to oompiy with the requirements of the 
Kentucky constitution, the company 
j having moved to Louisville. 
Its name 
was changed at that time to the Ken­ 
tucky Guarantee company.
